thumb oC tiny official, howovor respectable or 
however high in grade. Tho chargo of tho cur- 
rency was committed to tho congress, which 
of lato years had legislated wisely on thissub- 
ject.- He favored McPhorson's bill. Sher- 
man said two disturbing influences affected 
tho currency; one, tho rapid accumulation of 
silver coin in tho treasury, and tho resulting 
fear that in. tho process of tirno tho currency 
\\i\\ lw reduced to tho single standard of the 
silver dollar; the other tho increased diffi- 
culty of maintaining tho circulation o£ na- 
tional banks caused by tho rapid payment of 
United States, bonds and tho consequent 
incrcaso of tho'ir market value. Ho saw no 
hope at present of a solution of tho silver 
question, tho sentiment of tho people- as rep- 
resented- In congress, being against the sus- 
pension of tho coiuago o£ tho silver dollar. 
This sontiment was undoubtedly crestingdis- 
trust on investments made on a gold basis, 
and must ultimately bring us to a silver 
standard. The doubt would then nriso wiotuer 
in tho adjustment of tho now rate? between 
gold and silvor, the quantity of silver in tho 
dollar will bo increased, or tho quantity of 
gold reduced. 
Passing on to tho object of 


tho biU ho said tho proposed bill gavoaorao 
relief, but it made uo distinction in tho char- 
acter or intrinsic value of tho bonds de- 
posited of security, and would bo tho very 
beginning of insecurity and uncertainty.

BLOODY.IVftJRDER. 


Two Old Paoplo Brutally Killod In 


Winnetka, Illinois. 


A.U Elderly Man and; Uia Wife Shot 


ana Beaton In the Most 


Horrible Manner- 


Details. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—The citizens of Win- 


nelka,.a village of about six hundred inhab- 
itants, on tho Northwestern railway, sixteon 
miles north of Chicago, woro startled by tho 
announcement that a double murder had 
been committed, and wore' horrified when 
thoy loarnod that two of. tho oldest citizens 
of tho placo were tho victims—Mr. and 
Mm. James L. Wilson, who had resided thoro 
for twenty-eight j-cars. Tho crime was dis- 
covered at about 10 o'clock in tho morning 
by Miss Emma Dwyer, who had gone -to tho 
house to spend the day with tho old lady as 
was her custom ovory Wednesday, whilo Mr, 
Wilson came to Chica-go, ns. tho old people 
lived alone; and Mrs. Wilson, being an in- 
valid, suffering from a stroke of paralysis, 
required nn attendant in the abseuco of her 
husband. When Miss Dwycr arrived at the 
house she was a little later than usual, and, 
finding tho back door lockad, became some- 
what alarmed, foaring that Mr. Wilson was 
sick. She" tried all of the doors, but could 
not effect an entrance, and was unable to 
arouse anyone or got a response to her nu- 
merous knocks attach door. Finally sho pro- 
cured a scrow-driver, and effected an en- 
trance through tho latchcn window, passed 
into tho dining-room, whoro thoro was no ov- 
idonco that anything^had boon disturbed, and 
then into the sitting-room, whoro sho dis- 
covered tho body of Mr. Wilson lying on tho 
floor near tho stove, but as tho curtains wero 
down and tho room 
darkened, sho did 


not discover that he was'dead, supposing he 
had probably fallen down and faiatod. 
She 


was terribly frightened, and immediately 
went out through tho kitchen and summoned 
Mrs. Murphy, a near neighbor, and Mr. M.O- 
Kaguo, a butcher. Returning with thorn, all 
tnrce bnterod-the house; and Mrs. Murphy, in 
her haste to render assistance if any should 
be needed, stumbled over tho body of 
Mr. Wilson. Sho could not believe ho was 
dead until sho folt of his hands and faeo, and. 
in doing so, discovered that ho was lying iu a 
groat pool of blood, and that he was lifeless. 
The two womtn screamed, and M.r. McKaguo 
at once passed them and hastily ran up-stairs 
to Mrs. Wilson's rootn, whoro a sight mot 
his gaze that almost staggered him. On tho 
bed in tho room in tho northeast corner of 
tho house, was the dead body of Mrs. Wil- 
son, tho faco boing so completely covoroci 
with blood as to bo post recognition, while 
tho bed-clothing and tho walls of the'room 
wero besmeared and spattered with blood, 
spots 'of which were on tho walls almost to 
tho ceiling. Ho at once returned to tho sit- 
ting-room, whoro he impartod tho awful 
news to tho frightened women, after which, 
realizing that nothing could bo done for tho 
lato occupants of the premises, thoy went out 
and gave tho alarm. 


An examination of the remains of Mr, 


Wilson disclosed the fact that ho hod boon 
shot twico. 
'One ball entered tho right side, 


of the faco a little below tho right corner of 
tho mouth, shattering tho teeth and lower 
jaw-bone, aud lodging at tho root of tho 
tongue. 
Tho other bullet entered tho 


breast about throo inches above and two 
inches to the left of 
the left m'pplo, 


passing 
through 
tho 
upper 
lobe 
of 


the 
left 
lung, 
and 
lodging 
in 
tho 


muscles of tho back. On tho left side five 
ribs wero broken, and on tho right side four 
ribs woro broken. There" was also a rupture 
of the liver. Tho ribs wera broken and tho 
liver ruptured from having boon jumped on 
by tho murderer after his victim had fallen to 
tho Door, ThojJecision of tho physicians was 
that Mr. Wilson" died from internal hemoiy 
rhago, produced by tho wounds abova 'do- 
scribed, 


Tho body of Mrs, Wilson, which was found 


on the bod in tho southeast room of the 
second floor, was next examined. It was 
found to bo in a terrible condition, all of tho 
surroundings indicating tho fact that a terri- 
ble struggle for lifo had taken place, notwith- 
standing the fact that Mrs, Wilson had been 
u sufferer from partial paralysis for several 
years. The old lady had sold her lifo dearly, 
but tho brutal assault had been of such a 
character that the stoutest 
man 
must 


havo succumbed to it. 
Tho physicians 


counted fifteen 
different 
wounds upon 


hor faco and head, all of which wore 
mado 
by a 
blunt 
instrument 
iu 
a 


powerful hand. 
The skuH was literally 


mashed to pieces, tho scalp on tho forehead 
being pounded away from the bono and tocw. 
so badly that it gaped open at least two 
inches, exposing tho crushed skull to'vicw. 
Blood covered tho uppor portion of the bod- 
clothing, whilo the walls were covered with 
clots of blood that must havo boen thrown 
thoro by tho swinging motion of tho mur- 
dorous weapon iu tho hands of tho-infuriated 
demon as ho struck blow after blow upon the 
head and faco of the old lad}'. 


Tho wounds woro all made with a blunt in- 


strument In tho room thoro was found a 
pair of iron tongs, tho cast-iron handle of 
which was broken into several pieces, which 
ircro covered with hair and blood, and wero 
found in tho bod and ou tho floor. This. in- 
strument is supposed to be tho one with 
which tho attack was mado and tho deadly 
work clone. Near the door a cavalry sword 
was found, the ivory handle of which was 
broken and tho lowor part of tho scabbard 
bent. This instrument was smeared with 
blood, and is believed to havo been used after 
tho deadly work hnd boen done with the 
tongs. Tho decision of the doctors was that 
Mrs. Wilson died from heraoiThago and con- 
cussion of tho brain. 


Judging from tho condition iu which tho 


bodies woro found and tho surroundings, tho 
murderer must havo first shot Mr. Wilson 
and then went up-stairs and murdered Mrs, 
Wilson. After finishing hcri he must havo 
gone down-stairs again, where ho probably 
heard Mr. Wilson groan, and feariog to firo 
another shot, or having no moro in his re- 
volver, jumped on him nnd crushed his ribs, 
actually trampling him to death. 


Tho only clow to tho perpetrator of tho 


murder is a postal card which was found oil 
a table in the house, stating that a visitor 
would arrive on tho evening of tho murder) 
and for whose arrival -Mr, Wilson is known 
to have made preparations. The pQlico will 
not say what are tho contents of that card, 
nor by whoai, nor whero from it was writ- 
ten. Detectives are busy looking' for tho 
miscreant.

Queen City People Figure on the 


Flood Climax, 


Whloli Is Expected to Roaeh Sevanty 


Feot and Soveii Inoios.

CINCIX.VATT, Fob. 1-1.—It cannot bo long 


now boforo tlio angry waters conso their 
liithorto irresistible progress and bocia to full 
back from tlie unnumbered miles oE invaded 
territory into their proper channels. Yet, in 
spite of tins fact, them is nothing hopeful 
ubout the situation. In Cincinnati, Coving- 
ton, Now-port, and the ton or a dozen import- 
ant suburbs that are located in the inundated 
districts, there aro moro than 15,000 houses 
wholly or paitly. under water. Majiy ot 
those have sheds and outbuildings, one-third 
ot which have beqn overturned, whilo not a 
few have floated o'il bodily, and fences have 
suffered terribly. ^Whon tho watere go down 
the owners of tlioso houses will find thorn 
sadly-dilapidated, and it will be at least a 
month before things will regain their normal 
condition. Hatters will not bo so bud in 
tho bottoms, but alone tho river front tho 
loss wil 1 be very great. Many foundatioos have 
been weakened, ami falling buildings anrl 
crumbling walls aro becoming alarmingly 
frequent. In regard to tho loss little can as 
yet bo estimated,' bub it will bo much greater 
tlmu last year. Great, however, as wil! bo 
the direct loss, tho indirect loss, will bo far 
moro. Business has been suspended almost 
entirely for n week, and when it will recover 
from tho interruption, is- a matter of conjec- 
ture. Tho railroads have been stopped. No 
freight Ijas boon sent out or received, and in 
addition tho good namo o£ tto city lias suf- 
fered greatly, Thcro is no disguising tho. 
fact that strangers look at tho flood in a very 
.different light from Cinciunatians, and not 
knowing all the circumstances they aro apt 
to draw unfavorable conclusion. 


It is simply repetition to say that sufl'oring 


among tho homeless is steadily increasing. 
Those that hud a littlo now find their store 
exhausted, and they must starve or apply to 
tho roliuf committee. From tho upper Ohio 
comos the. cry of the distressed, and it is re- 
ported that thousands aro without the bare 
necessities oC life. 
Communication' with 


theso pooplo is almost impossible, and this 
adds to the horrors of tho situation. 


At 5 o'clock p. m. tho "climax o£ tho 'Ohio 


flood registered at Maysviile, sixty miles up 
tho Ohio from Cincinnati, and passed on 
down tho river. 
1C it does not rain it ought 


to reach"*.tho mouth of tho Little Miami, 
seven miles up tho river, soon after daylight. 
A sharp freeze would hasten it.

Tho historic figure of tho 


flood pt 1SS-1 will probably not exceed seventy 
foot soven inches'. Tho river is now rising at 
the rato ol'less than half an inch an hour, 
and"at'O o'clock p. m. stood seventy feet ono 
and three-fourths inches. There is no pres- 
ent danger that, after it shall begin to foil, 
tho subsidonco will be interrupted by another 
rise. Abovo Portsmouth tho flood has doho its 
worst, though terrible scones of suffering must 
3'ot bo passed through boforo tho waters will 
bo agfcin in thoir banks, and the pooplo re- 
settled in thoir. houses. As to tho rate at 
which the waters will go down after reaching 
their climax here, some comforting assur- 
ance may be drawn from tho news' at Pom- 
eroy.

No pen 
can measure the bitter anguish, cor words 
tho mental agony and physical suffering of 
theso unfortunate victims. Tho work of re- 
lief within our city goes on, tho expenditure 
of money and labor being freely mado to 
prevent oven tho least wqrtby from suffering, 
while.onr neighboring cities of Newport and 
Coymgto'n, and , the villages bordering, are 
oiorting every effort to holp thu helpless and 
succor tho distressed.
